There  are  a  thousand  reports  in  el!  parte  of  the  city 
l»  relation  to  awaits  at  Island  No.  10  and  tbe  events 
0?  the  recent  great  battles  on  the  Tennessee  riyer. 

The  cars  are  now  standio,-  in  Main  street,  crowded 
to  their  atmcst  capacity  with  Federal  prisoners,  on 
their  way  South. 

Tw?jtyaoven  hundred  prisoners  bare  already  ar- 
risnd.    Gen.  Prentiss  is  among  them. 

A  reinforcement  train,  iust  in  torn  Corinth,  repoits 
that  tbeenem?  had  applied  to  Gen.  Beauregard  for  an 
armistice  ot  .three  days,  in  order  to  bary  their  dead. 
The  application  was  re'used. 

The  Confederates  secured  a  vast  amonnt  of  muni- 
tions of  war  aa  the  n suits  of  their  victory. 

They  carried  awny  from  the  field  eighty  pieces  ol  the 
enemy's  cannon  and  thirty  thonsaad  stand  ol  small 
arms.

BEAUREGARD'S    SPEECH. 


BiTTfcE  PilLD,  ii  O'Clock,  P.  M.,  Monday, 
the  7th.  (via  Corinth,  April  8th.)— Onr  army 
true  compelled  to  fall  back  from  the  river  to 
the  tite  of  the  enemy's  first  camp,  this  after- 
roon,  on  account  of  the  unpleasant  viciuity 
of  his  gunboats,  and  great  reinforcement*, 
(estimated  at  sixty  thousand,)  which  were 
hourly  pouring  in. 

Onr  aruy  rrtreated  in  good  order,  with  all 
their  artillery,  and  thirty  pieces  of  the 
enemy's. 

The  enemy's  batteries  ceased  tiring  at  5 
o'clock  this  afternoon. 

This  second  day's  tight  has  been  the  blood- 
iest conflict  ever  known  on  this  continent, 
and  was  illustrated  by  deeds  of  valor  and 
heroism  never  exceeded. 

The»e  was  »  report  that  Gens.  Van  Doru 
aud  Trice  had  come  up,  with  reinforcements. 
But  this  was  premature.  It  was  cansed  by 
the  enthusiastic  cheering  of  our  men  all  along 
the  linos,  at  the  speech  of  Beauregard  to  the 
troops  i  in  which  he  said  that  men  had  never 
fooght  with  more  intrepjd  valor  than  during 
these  two  days,  and  that  he  wonld  continue 
the  fight  from  every  hill  top  and  valley,  until 
the  invader  would  be  driven  from  our  soil.

We  are  happy  in  being  able  to  anuoaai.. 
on  the  authority  of  private  telegraphic  dis- 
patches, received  here,  thai  Col.  Daniel  W. 
Adams,  of  the  1st  Louisiana,  and  Major  Ana- 
tole  Avegno,  of  the  13th  Louisiana,  yesterday 
'  reported  to  have  been  among  the  slain,  were 
not  killed,  though  wounded. 

The  wound  of  T.  L.  Bayne,  Esq.,  (of  the 
law  firm  of  Clark  dt  Bayne,)  who  is  a  mem 
ber  of  the  Washington  Artillery,  Company 
o,  though  severe,  was  not  dangerous,  sir.
